Prom the N, ¥, Herold
The commencement of General Grant’s mill-
tary oareer was not brilliaut., Almost ander
any other ciroamstances it would have been
pronounced a fallare. His first affair at Bul-
mont, which was intended ag part of a grand
movement for the protection of Bt. Lonis and
the suppression of the Rebel gentiment fn Mis-
souri, althongh comparatively insignificant in
itself, did the [Union oanske bat little good and
the enemy no harm. He was m[alrgated by
the commanding genersl, and even his sabia-
nent suocoesses, the oapture of Forts Henry
and Donelson, could not help & shadow being
thrown upon his military reputation by the
digastrous first day’s fighting at Shiloh and
Pittsburg Landing. He had to encounter the
animosgity of his superior and the jealonsy of
his rival pfficers from that time even to the fall
of Vicksbarg. He refased to fight according
to the presoribad rules of war as laid down by

——

10 ratify, hoping thas to fortily thelr domstio
ponition, while some Republicans veted o
ralify, and othera refuged to voto at all, for
reasons identioal with thoss which impelled
gome Democrma (as aforesald) Lo vola yea.

Ag General Grant commenced his military
go hag he commeneced his political earear, It
is not brilliant. His firat movement, like that
at Belmont, was a cowparative failure. His
(‘abinet hitched. Here was a bother, if not a
blunder. He had to maka a retrograde move-
ment and reform his Hnes. He finally suc-
ceeded in reorganizing his staff of offieial
counsellors, and began the work of his politi-
oal campaign., Here he was met by the odi-
ous Tenure-of-office act; and he finds that, as
in his military career he had to encounter the
%gpoaltion of officinls in high quarters in the

ar Department at Washington, he has now
to be embarrassen with a similar hostility,
through the ambitious, designs of the oligar-
chy in the Unpited Siates Senate. The old

golltleinns, too, are  annoying him
their endeavors to ocircamvent his
plans, and to make him believe that

He will
overcome obstacles that the envions, the
fanatical, the ambitions or the treacherons
may cast in his path. He will have a political
Vicksburg as he had & military one; he will
have political supceszes similar to those mili-
tary successes which followed in regular train
on the peninsula of Virginia, culminating ina
grand and final political Appomattox. The
vote on the Tenure-of-Office act shows that he
has the Honge with bhim,sand the tempar of the
Senate is exhibited in its aotion Wednesday,
He cannot be impeached becanse the Hoase
would not originate the proueediui.

His mind was a blank in respest
to the inner working of the machinery of
the Government of hig own conutry in those
crises in which Washington, Jefforaon, or
Jackson stood st the helm and gave direction.
This deplorable destitution of knowledge
on the part of Gpant was cunningly ex-
ploited by all sorts of peopls, and the victim

bis pretension and vainglory on the part of
Grant filled reflectiog people with painfal
disguet, and made it olesr to them that snch a
President would not only fall into the hands
of cheap and worthless persons, bnt wounld do
things disgracefnl aud stupid which would in
due time have to be undone.

The World was one of the firat to forenes
